SCIENCE PLUS EDUCATION 


The mortality report of the State Board 


of Health of Wisconsin for the year 1926 
is a significant and interesting document. 
It shows with the accuracy of actual fig- 
ures, the splendid accomplishment of the 
medical profession and the intensive ecl- 
ucalicn of the people in staying the hand 
of death. Time is not distant when infant 
mortality was one of the acute problems 
of the state, when the ravages of scarlet 
fever, diphtheria and kindred diseases of 
childhood counted the;! 
tolls in large 


figures. They arc no longer the serious 
problem that they were. Science deserves 
a great share of the credit, for it is educa- 
tion in infant care and the antitoxins that 
have done the work. 


In another class of cases, such as ty- 


phoid fever, the low death rate is directly 
attributable to more sanitary conditions 
of life and to the education of the people 
of the state. When, as the official reports 
show, there were 558 deaths in 1910 from 
typhoid and but 42 from the same cause 
in 1926, the accomplishment is too evi- 
dent'-to admit of debate.

-V victim of the autointoxication obsession neces- 


sarily has no knowledge' of human physiology. In- 
stead he is thoroughly misinformed on'all that per- 
tains* to the functions of the body and derangement 
i of those functions. In short he has chronic pro- 
gressive Billings complaint and he not only resists 
but resents any attempt to restore him to a normal 
state of mind. 


One thus obses*sed readily develops a dopy sen- 


sation or dullness of mind, a general wretched 
feeling- or malaise, perhaps some headache, coated 
tongue and a poor appetite when the usual or cus- 
tomary intestinal evacuation happens to be delayed. 
This he calls 
"intestinal 
autointoxication." 
~His 


grandfather would have dubbed it "biliousness." 


Xo one has ever determined or defined what poi- 


son or poisons are responsible for such "autointox- 
ication." It is only a plausible theory or fancy that 
the condition is due to any poison or waste mat- 
ter. People of a suggestible or introspective type or 
temperament declare that they not only suffer all 
these effects of "autointoxication" when the bowel 
movement is retarded or delayed, but they obtain 
relief promptly from a physic or an enema which 
forces a movement. This fact, they maintain, proves 


i that the trouble is due to some .poison or poisons. 


I 
To the mind of one with a knowledge of physi- 


ology and pathology the fact-that prompt relief fol- 
lows the dejection rather tends to prove that the 
discomfort or distress is not due to any poison, for 
it is inconceivable that a poison potent enough to 
make one ill could be eliminated from the blood so 
quickly. If a poison were responsible for the trou- 
ble, relief would, not follow until many hours after 
the emptying- of the bowel. Docs it sober a drunken 
man to take his whisky away from him? 


A common cause, though not necessarily the sole

One of the notable accomplishments

There is something of irony, almost of 


poetic justice one might say, in the 
blunt rejection' by France of President 
Coolidgc's overtures for a special naval 
disarmament conference. France in effect 
says, "What's the matter with the League 
of Nations as a medium for considering 
disarmament?''

quirements. First of all he must have 
a natural business instinct, knowing 
both how to buy economically and how 
ot merchandise his products. Many 
manufacturers have failed because they 
were poor buyers. 
Many have fail- 


ed because they vtere poor merchants 
and did not knov.- how to market their 
wares. A man may make a success as 
a. merchant without being a good man- 
ufacturer, but a man cannot make a 
success as a. manufacturer without be- 


s a. good merchant. To succeed in 


mamifacturing: a man must be thrifty 
with intuitive business acumen. A 
manufacturer, however, should in ad- 
dition be a natural mechanic and even 
more or less of a mechanical genius. 
Henry Fold's success is due to the 
fact that he is a combination of a 
good merchant and an inventive gen- 
ius. 


Successful manufacturers must pos- 


sess another quality which is rather 
rare, namely—the ability to set on 
with labor, inspiring: labor v. ith a con- 
fidence and a desire to produce. Men 
who have ability to hold the confidence 
of their employes not only avoid labor 
difficulties but secure much better re- 
sults through greater cfliciency. 


An outstanding e*.atnple of such a 


business leader is G. F. Johnson, Pres- 
ident of the Kudicott Johnson Shoe 
Company. To Mr. Johnson the happi- 
ness and well being of his employes it> 
as much a part of his business as the 
actual manufacturing: of shoes. He is 
not afraid to touch shoulders with his 
men and as a. result has their abso- 
lute confidence. 
Men like Johnson. 


Charles M. Schwab, "Golden lUtlc-" 
Nash, and the late William M. Wood 
go a long way toward restoring the 
soul to large corporations. 


To the extent that wage workers be- 


lieve in their employes, waste is elim- 
inated and operating costs reduced 
Other things being equal, a manufac- 
turer unable to get along with his em- 
ployes cannot compete . with 
manu- 


facturers who have such ability. Thi> 
condition will be even more important 
as y.cars go on and wage workers be- 
come better organized. Some of the in- 
dustrials \i.hose stocks are prominent- 
ly traded in today will ultimately go 
to the wall due to the inability of the 
corporation to get on with labor.

If your son" has the

and is anxious to be a manufacturer it 
makes little difference what line he en- 
ters so long as the product is some- 
thing that makes

happier or more prosperous. I t>ay this

manufacturing 
lines 
most 


profitable today 
are attracting 
the 


greatest numbers, and, owing to in- 
creased competition, these lines will be 
the least profitable a few years hence 
On the other hand, the ovcrcrowdcc 
manufacturing lines of today are con- 
stantly being thinned. Thus conditions 
should constantly Improve until onl> 
a few people can remain in the indus- 
try and these few become prosperous 
The wheels of fortune keep turning 
Industries which are on top today rnaj 
be on the bottom tomorrow and those 
that are at the bottom may be on the 
top tomorrow. 
Therefore, it is mucl1 


more important to study the boy anc 
ascertain his natural abilities than it is 
to study the different industries.

Every manufacturer requires capi- 


tal. If he has not capital of his own.

Borrowing money for plant in- 
vestment is very dangerous unless the 
loan is made to cover a long number 
of years, and such loans arc hard to 
get. A merchant who turns over his 
stock three or four times a year can 
afford to borrow money 
for short 


terms. Quick turn-overs arc tho best 
business insurance the manufacturer 
can carry. Money should be borrowed 
only to buy raw materials and pay for 
the labor of converting these raw ma- 
terials into 
finished products. Too 


many manufacturers arc today handi- 
capped with too great 
indebtedness.
